THE EXETER HORROR. 


BY THE BURNING OF 
TRE ROYAL. 


GREAT LOSS OF 
THET 


> 


Many Bodies Recovered From the Ruins— 
The Number of Victims Estimated at 
140—Terrible Oé¢ean Disasters—A Heavy 
Bank Failtre—France’s Mobilizing Ex- 
periment a Success— Aiding Evicted 
Tenants—Fore News. 


Loxpon, September 6.—Last night, during 
the performance of the ‘‘Romany Eye’’ at the 
theater at Exeter, the stage caught fire. The 
theater was crowded, and the wild- 
est panic ensued, The occupants of 
the pit, stalls guad dress circle got 


circle and gallery either jumped from the win- 
dows or fell back into the flames. The city 
fire brigade was soom on the spot, but could 
do nothing. Over ong hundred lives were lost. 
The majority of theu were men and boys, and 
the bodies were found in a heap, as it tune fire 
had caught them as they were jammed in the 
angles of the stairs or at the doors waiting for 
a chatice to escape. 
THE PANIC. 

It was impossible ta check the panic. Men 
implored the audienee to be cool, but could 
not stop the frantic rush. Women shrieked 
and fainted, and men carried out their wives 
and children, all making for the nearest exit. 


At 1 o’clock in the morning some- 
thing like one bundred and thirty 
bodies were ly! in London lun 
squar@ awaiting i fication. The injured 


were frightfully burmed. Some of the dead 
bodies present a sicBening sight, the clothes 
being entirely burned offand tne skin biack- 
ened or burned off, presenting a bloody, raw 
surface. Many of who escaped unin- 
jured give thrilling aceonnts of the terrible 


disaster. 
SEARCHING THE RUINS. 


LONDON, September 6.—The victims of the 
burning of the Theater Royal at Exeter last 
night, were mostly working people. As soon 
as the flames were extinguisled a large force 
of men began searching for bodies. The 
stairway leading to the gallery was literally 
packed with bodies, while atthe head of tlie 
staire there were soores of others plied one on 
top of the other. unfortunate victims 
had rushed to the d when the alarm was 
given, but found the Kir way blocked and all 
means of escape cut In ashort time the 
flames had reached t and they suffered a 
horribie death. 


PITIFUL SCENES. 

There were pitiful scemes in the vicinity of 
the burned theater this morning, as friends 
and relations of supposed victims awaited the 
recovery of the bodies. In many cases fathers 
and mothers both rished, and numerous 
children are thus means of sup- 
pert. Severai of the were burned 80 
that only a small cimder —— The num 
ber of persons severely imjured is sixty. It 18 
feared that the death list will reach 140.- 

THE LOSS OF LIFE. 

Evening. —It has been ascertained that there 
were 200 persons occupying seats in the gal- 
lery and of these over 100 lost their lives. The 
search for bodies still goes on. It is very prob- 
able that the total number of deaths willuever 
be ascertained, owing to the fact that many of 
the bodies were completely caicined.Two stalls 
of « stable belonging to a hotel adjacent to the 
theater are filled with remains that it is im- 
possible to identify. Most of the killed were 
adults and chiefly men. But few children per- 
ished. The municipal authorities held a special 
meeting to day and arranged for the interment 
of all unidentified bodies. 

TWENTY CHARRED REMAINS RECOVERED. 
More bodies have been taken from the ruins. 
The charred remains of twenty persons were 
discovered in one heap. A mother, father 
and child were found clasped in one em- 
brace. All three had been burned to death. 
In nearly every case theclotning had been 
torn off the victims. From many of the bodies 
limbs were missing and the remaina showed 
evidence that they had been wrenched off. 
Several whole families, numbering from two 
to five persons, lost their lives. 

BAD STAIRCASES. 
The construction of the gallery staircase ac- 
counts for the great loss of life among the 
gallery people. Haif-way down the flight 
there wasa sharp angle. The first persons 
who left the gallery got past this 
safely, but several of those who 
followed were thrown down and jammed 
into the angle, and were unable to extricate 
themselves owing to the pressure from be- 


hind. The staircase was thus effectually 
blocked and there were no other 
means ot escape. A scene shifter 


| says the fire originated among some gauze, 
which in some way became ignited. The 
flames spread to the scene, back of which the 
stage was unusually full, owing to the prepa- 
rations in progress for the production of a 
pantomime. The audience numbered 800 
persons.

OCEAN DISASTERS. 


The Wreck of the Bark Star of Scotia on the 
Falkiand Islands. 
Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
LONDON, September 6.—Every vessel that 
arrives from New York brings news of unusnai 
gales and extremely bad weather. Owing toa 
galeand high sea prevailing along the Irish 
coast, the Inman steamer City of Richmond, 
which arrived off Queenstown from New York 
yesterday, was compelled to enter the inner 
harbor in order to transfer to a tender such 
passengers as wished to disembark. The 
Lord Clive from Philadelphia also had toseek 
shelter. One of the crew ofthe Belfast bark 
Star of Scotia has arrived at Liverpool and 
has givensome very thrilling details of the 


wreck of that vessel on the Falkland 
Islands and the loss of eight 
lives. Of the men drowned, one was.the 


mate of the vessel, and of the others the 
bodies of two were found onthe beach with 
nearly all the flesh eaten off by wild and 
voracious birds. According to the account of 
the seaman who has arrived at Liverpool, and 
whose name is Martin Olsen, it appears that 
the Star of Scotia was bound from San Fran- 
cisco to Queenstown, and had on board a 
cargo of wheat. She was manned bya crew 
oftwenty-twoand gotashoreon the rocks at 
Bull Point, abouta hundred miles from Port 
Stanley, Falkland Islands. It was about 11:30 
at night when the vessel struck andthe crew 
remained on board until daylight. Heavy 
surf was breaking on theislands. The captain, 
with a majority of the crew, got away in one 
boatand the second boat was in charge of 
Frazer, the mate. Thecaptain told the men 
not to bring their effects, but to 
SAVE THEIR LIVES 

and then go off to the ship again for their 
clothes. The captain’s boat was the first to 
reach the shore, but the mate’s boat was cast 
on the beach by the heavy surf, and in it were 
the unconscious forms of Davis and Drum- 
mond, seamen, and the body of the mate, who 
had just breathed his last. Dayis and Drum 
mond recovered and gave an account of their 
sufferings during the short time that had 
elapsed since they had abandoned their ves- 
sel. While making thelr way to shore the 
boat was capsized and all the occupants were 
thrown into the water. Some of the men 
managed to cling to the up-turned craft, which 
afterwards righted. While making once more 
forthe shore the boat was again capsized, 
and this happened no less than seven times 
until there was only left the mate, Drum- 
mond and Davis. Some of the men had clung 
to the capsized boat, but their strength had 
failed, and becoming exhausted they had to 
loosen their hold and perish. To add to the 
men’s suffering, it was intensely cold and it 
was only owing to their robust constitutions 
that Davis and Drummond were saved. They 
saw their comrades drowning but could not af- 
ford them the slightestaid. When the ship- 
wrecked men landed, the island was covered 
with snow and the air was bitterly cold. 
They, however, found shelter in the hut of 
some herdsmen and were kindly treated. 
The herdsmen also rode a hundred miles to 
inform the authorities of the disaster.

THE WABASH EAST INAUGURATES A BIG 
PASSENGER-RATE WAR. * 


Other Roads to Follow Suit—An Expensive 
Quarrel Over the Form of Excursion

CHICAGO, September 6.—The Wabash Rail- 
way Company threw a bombsheil into Western 
passenger circles yesterday by announcing a 
rate of $6 between Chicago and Kansas City, a 
cut of $6 50, the regular established rate being 
$12.50. This cuts the St. Louis passenger rate

ern passenger trame. The cut was brought about 
by trouble over harvest excursion rates. All 
of the Western lines agreed to accept a cer-

[THE ROCK HOUSE WARD. 


A LITTLE GIRL RESCUED BY THE POLICE 
-FROM A SECOND STREET TENEMENT 


Committed to the Custody of Charitable 
Ladies by the Mayor—A Brace of Young 
Pickpockets Disposed of To.Day—Con- 
tractor Hemann Explains to the Of- 
ficials—Public Improvements— Municipal 
Matters. 

Police Officer Dotaman reported at the 
Mayor’s Office to-day, carryingin his arms a 
bright-eyed little girl who toyed with his star 
and whistle. He presented a report giving an 
account of how he bad obtained possession 
of the child. A few months ago a 
white woman and this child appeared 
at the Rock House, a South Second 
street tenement. Shortly afterwards a 
coal-black negro appeared and represented 
himself as the woman’s husband, giving his 
name as John Washington Henry. This 
strange couple had not occupied their quarters 
very long before the story got abroad in the 
neighborhood that the woman, whose name 
was Bettie Smith, had eloped with the negro 
from her home in Tennessee. She was a 
woman of good feature andform. About six 
weeks ago she died, leaving her child tothe 


care of her colored paramour, He was away 
from the room all day, and the child lived by 
the kindness of the 23 neighbors, at whose 
tables she was fed. ittle Belle was the ward 
of Rock House and the adjoining tenements in 
block No. 700 South Second street. Shortly 
after the woman’s death Officer Dotzman 
reported the case, but in the rush of official 
business the little waif was lost track of, and 
she continued to live at 729. The room con- 
tained no furniture. The negro and the child 
slept on sacks spread upon the floor and would 
probably have continued to live there had she 
not been discovered by Miss Lewis. 
. of the Children’s Aid Society. Miss 
Lewis’ charity does notend with the weekly 
undertakings with which she is associated. 
Her unostentatious explorations in neighbor- 
hoods like this have resulted in the rescue 
of many Geserving children. On coming 
upon the case at the Rock House she 
was told the negro that she 
could take the child if she wanted her. As she 
could not get a legal claim on the child in this 
way she asked the Mayorto commit it as a 
waif to the care of the Children’s Aid Society. 
This action was endorsed by President N. 0. 
Nelson of the Society. Mayor Francis com- 
mitted the child as requested. 


Recommitted to the Refuge. 


George Smith and William Miller, who were 
released from the House of Refuge a few 
months ago, were arraigned before the 
Mayor again to-day on complaint of Police 
Officer Watkins. On lastSunday Messenger Mike 
Doran discovered Smith and Miller picking 
alady’s pocketat a museum on.North Sixth 
street. e followed them several blocks and 
discovered the boys dividing their plunder. 
He placed them under arrest, and to-day they 
were arraigned before the Mayor, who re- 
committed them to the House of Refuge. 


Public Improvements. 


On the 22 inst. the Board of Public Improve- 
ments will let contracts for grading ,guttering, 
curbing and constructing sidewalks on 
Easton avenue between Goode avenue and 


Kings highway. From Marcus avenue west 
the street, 35 feet in width, isto be macadam- 
ized; with a sub- foundation of rough 
rock, with a binding material and a top 
dres*ing. This improvement is made at the 
solicitation of a citizens’ organization, which 
has decided to begin the work at once in order 
to secure the benefits of the Citizens’ cable, 
which it is proposed to run to King's highway 
on Euston av. 

On the same day the Board will also let con- 
tracts for grading, curbing, guttering and 
constructing a Telford pavement and cross- 
walkson Caroline street, between the west 
line of La Motte’s addition and Ewing avenue. 


Clearing the West End Streets. 


Contractor Hemann. called at the City Hall 
to-day to assure Commissioners Turner and 
McMath and Mayor Francis that he was doing 
ali he could to have the streets in the west 


end of the city cleared. He stated 
that to-day he cleared up West 
Pine street and Lindell avenue and 


that he had shown no disposition to obstruct 
streets or delay the work. He had been called 
A by some of the residents of that portion 
ofthe city whose demands were unreason- 
able. He was anxious to complete the work 
at as early a date as possible, and pronounced 
the complaints made against him unjust, 


Differing Views. 


The Council will meet again this evening to 
consider the Water-works problem asa select 
committee and later in the evening will prob- 
ably adjourn for a report to the Council. 


At the meeting held last evening it 
was shown that the extension to 
the Chaln-of-Rocks at a cost of 


about $114,000 would give the city an ample 
sapply of twice-settied water. The estimate 
of $3,500,000 contemplates filtered water to be 
furnished at the rate of 100,000,000 
gallons per day. Councilman Du- 
ross opposes the extension in favor 
of additional improvements at Bissell’s Point. 
Councilman Cole wants the supply station 
moved to a point seven miles north of the pro- 
posed site.

What Judge Noonan: Has to Say on the Val-

Judge Noonan was seen to-day by a reporter 
of the Posr-Disraronk and asked his opinion 
of the decision of Judge Valliant of the Oir- 
cult Court in the Police Board mandamus 
proceedings, involving the Sunday law ques- 
tion.

There 
are but two classes of cases in which they may 
take such extraordinary privileges, and these 
are gaming and prostitution. The 
people never question the extraordinary 
stepstaken by them in this class of cases. 
When they go to arresting men who run thea- 
ters, restaurants and saloons, which are li- 
censed, and therefore: entitled to the same 
protection as other businesses, it is a different 
thing. Their action showed that the 
Police Board were in harmony with the prose- 
cution in my court and with Messrs. Kent and 
McKeighan and the citizens back of those 
men. After their defeat we find them 
oe u in the Circuit Court 
before udge Valliant all the other judges be- 
ing out of the city. efind them there with 
Messrs. Kent and McKeighan on one side of 
the mandamus proceeding and Blair, Francis 
and crowd on the other. We find that when 
Judge Valliant ruled against Blair. Francis et 
al. the latter gave an appeal bond to carry 
the case to the State Supreme Court, 
which is — saying they are 
not satisfied with alliant’s decision. 
In my court they pushed the 
conviction of the saloon men and now they 
are pushing alnst the very decision that 
would convictthe saloon men if Judge Val- 
liant had powerorjarisdiction in the cases.

As was 
aiterwards explained, the fight was made on 
Caylor because in former years he has, itis 
said, used his knowledge as a delegate and 
ytilized secret matter in preparing newspaper 
reports while other reporters were unable to 
obtain the same information. The wisdom of 
the action can, however, be questioned. It is 
not easily understood why newspapers which 
puff tue clubs and advertise the games should 
be denied the privilege of obtaining all facts as 
to new legislation. It might so be said that if 
everything is carried ou in a business-like 
manner and in an honest, straightforward way 
there can be little use in observing strict 
secrecy regarding the business of the meet- 


ings. There may be, of course, differences of
